He learned to measure 
and describe land for men who paid 
him to do it. He went into wild 
parts of the country and made maps 
and charts, to show how the laud 
lay there. Men that do this are 
called surveyors. 

Washington afterwards liecame 
a soldier. A l>oy who is not afraid 
to tell the truth, m^tkes the best 
kind of a soldier. Before Wa.sh- 
ington was twenty, he lietran to 
teach and command other soldiers 
He was promoted in the army, from 
lime to lime, for his faithfulness 
and skill. At last he became com- 
mander iuchief. liy Ihat time his 
c>unlry needed him very much in- 
deed. King George of England, 
had sent an armv over here to make 
war upon us. He wanted us to pay 
unjust taxes. He had plenty of 
money and could pay as many sol- 
diei's as he liked.

Seeing 
the horse was dead, he felt that he 
had done a dreadul thing. He ran 
in at once, and told his mother all 
about it.

They will be surprised to find that 
they can hear as well as lhr)Ui.'h 
using an andiphone Be>ideHtbisa 
fan is less formidable and a more 
graceful appliance. 

The followin>r are a few valuable 
ml. 8 'or the care of the ears. 

Never meddle with the ear if a 
foieign body such as a liead, seed or 
pellet, entersit. Leave it absolutely 
alone and have a phj'sician attend 
to it. 

Never put anything in the ear for 
the relief of toolliache. 

Never apply a [xiiiltice to the in- 
side of the Canal of the ear. 

Nevor drop anything info the ear 
anless it has been previonsly warm 
ed 

Never use anythlnir but asvrincre 
and warm water for cleansing the 
ears. 

Never strike or box a child's ears. 
This has been known t-o rupture the 
drumhead and cause incurable deaf- 
ness. 

Never wet the hair if you have 
any tenflency 10 deafness. Wear 
an oiled silk cap when bathing and 
refrain from diving. 

Never 8crat4;h tlie ears witb any 
thinK but the fingers If ihey 'itch 
Do not use the nead of a pin, 
hairpins, pencil tips or anything of 
that nature. 

Never let the feet become cold 
and damp or sit with the back to 
ward a window, as these things tend 
to agi/ravate any exlatlug hardness 
of hearing. 

Never put milk, fat or any oily 
substance into the ear for the relief 
of pain, for they S(K)n iK-come ran- 
cid and tend lo incite inflammation. 
.Simple warm water will answer the 
purpose better than an^thintf else. 

Never be alarmed if an insect en- 
ters the ear. Pouring warm water 
into lh<! canal will drown it, when it 
will (generally come to tbe surface 
'tiid can l»e easily removed by the 
fingers. A few pulTs of smoke 
Idown Into tbe ♦•ar will stupefy the 
insect and it can then be removed 
withsnrety.

When 
seen by an Intelligencer reptesen- 
aiive at the close of the service he 
enthusiastically outlined their 
plans. He is stopping with Mrs 
I'latiff Z^ne while in Wheeling and 
lo-day will visit all the deaf-muie 
residents of the city. 

As his topic yesterday the Rev

unto a gr-ain of m ustani seed." He 
outlined tliatall thinus had a sinail 
liegnning and if the deaf-mutes of 
Wheeling starling a fund for the 
erection of a church they must have 
a small beginning.

" We think cigarette.s are not 
legitimate articles of commerce, 
because they are wholly noxious 
and deleterious to health. Their 
use is always harmful, never bene- 
ficial. Tliey possi 88 no virtue but 
are inherently b>«d, and bad only. 
They find no true commendation or 
merit or usefulness in any sphere. 
On the contrary, they are widely 
(fondemned as pernicious altogether. 
Beyond question their every ten- 
dency is toward the impairmerU of 
physical health and mental vigor." 
Austin vs. Stale, 101 Term 662. 

That is one of the strongest and 
most remarkable judicial opinions 
we have ever real. It was given In 
a decision sustainintr a law forbid- 
ding the sale or Riving away of 
cigarette paper. — Illinois Advance.

The recent action of the bonrd of 
education in aceeptinu the olTer of 
Ihe property of tbe McCowen school 
for deaf children at G6lh street and 
Yale Avenue, valued at 825,000, 
offered with the provision that a 
chair be established in the normal 
school for the training of oral deaf 
teacliers came up for reconsidera- 
tion Monday night at Ihe reuular 
meeting of the board. It was found 
the board could not accept the gift 
with any provisions for Ihe estab- 
lishmeut of a chair in the normal 
j'Cliool under the laws of Illinois. 
It was explained that Ihe matter 
had been made known to the donor 
and that the gift would be made 
and the deeds would not carrj- any 
provisions other than those In a 
legal deed or gift. Tlie board will 
then establish a chair for oral deaf 
teachers or not, as it sees fit, but 
such action will not be compulsory 
in an.y manner. 

The nommtlnication from Mayor 
Harrison submitting petition in 
favor of the combined ayst^Mn was 
referred to the school management 
committee for consideration. Com- 
mitteeman GoorifeDnddleston move 
that the action of the boird be 
rescinded, but was lost on a vote of 
9 to 7. — Chicago Chronicle.

Passiny the house at the time was 
policeman Lawler, of the Macilougnl 
Street station. lie was at traded 
by the flare of flames and, peering 
through the 'loor, saw the woman 
go around in a ciicie. lie broke 
down the door with his night stick, 
rnn to the woman and, taking off 
his overcoat, smothered the fire. 

" Miss F'iynn was so l)adly burn- 
ed that it was feare<l that she was 
going to die Ix-fore medical atten- 
tion could reach her. Her hair was 
burned off, snd her body, face and 
arms were lilislercd. Slie was tak 
en to St. Vincent's Hospital by Dr. 
I3t*ll. There it was said that her 
injuries would likely result in 
death. 

"The woman was hardly in a 
hospital ward before the policeman 
came in. His coat was burned to a 
rag, and his hands and face were 
giving him great pain."

Shortly alter the Federal Con- 
stitution h'd been adopted at Phiia- 
delpliia, Francis LiLdiifo<it Lee, a 
signer of the Declaration of in 
depondeuee, was at the ?oiirt house 
of Westmoreland County, Va., and 
some one asked him bis opinion of 
it. 

"I do not," said Mr. Lee. "pre- 
tend to be a judge of an organic law 
of such importance, but one fact 
inclines me to supfiort it. General 
Washin/tx3n is in favor of it and 
.lolin Wa'den is ai/ainst it." 

Warden was a Scotch lawyer of 
the country who had lieen speaking 
in public aL'ainst the ratification of 
tlie new constitution. 

Mr. Lee's willing submission to

In 1775 he was chosen com 
mander in-chief of the American 
army. 

In 1776 be gained the victory of 
Trenton, which was received as his 
Christ mas gill to the nation. 

In 1777 he defeated the British at 
Princeton. 

In 1781 he captured Yorktown 
with the aid of the French. 

In 1783 he resigned the com- 
maud anfi became a private citizen 

In 1787 he became presirlent of 
the convention which framed the 
constiiuiioii. 

Ill 1789 he was chosen President 
ot t'le United Slates. 

In 1793 he was chosen for a 
fCcond term. 

In 1797 he again determined to 
retire to private life. 

On December 14, 1799, he died at 
the age of 67, years — Our Lilile 
I'eople.

The Onllnntlrt Memorial. 



Iti« proposed lo create h inemoiiHl 
to the late Rev. ThotnaB Ualluudet, 
D.D , by the erection of a Parish 
BuildiuK for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of AinNl<'>rdani Avenue, and is built 
some tweuly-five feet hack from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and tie a center 
of rcli^'ious anl social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Ur, Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buihIiiiK, which 
would iiave completed the church 
with which his natne has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Aim's Church is used wholly for 
I he deaf mutes. 

Tho new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street frout and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be tliiee 
KloricH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
<leaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish nuilding" will 
be about $30,C0U, and the building 
Itself, ill Its posiliou and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to tlie 
silent peoples. They themselves 
lieaitlly endorse the memorial.
